Best’ Insurance 
Of Self Analysis Is 
Carroll's Courage 


Last year Ralph McGill visited about 40 of Georgia’s coun- 
ties, writing of the farmers who, on their own, without outside 
income, had made a success of farming and of living. The stories 
were voted, last February, at the Press Institute, the annual 
Extension Service award for the best interpretive articles on 
farm and home economics work in the State. With this issue 
McGill resumes the series, promising, if able, to continue each 
Summer until each of the 159 counties has been visited. The 
series begins with Carroll County.

Carroll County is one of Georgia’s best. No one disputes that 
fact. It is one 4 the “best” because it long ago learned to have 
the courage to examine itself and to be unafraid to admit the 
necessity for working at its problems. . 

The worst sort of local pride is blind pride, which argues that 
there must never be criticism, but always,praise. The best possible 
local pride is the sort which searches for what needs to be im- 
proved. Carroll County has that sort of local pride. 


The result is that it is known as “one of the best.” The 
second result is it continues to improve. Some of its “self- 
studies” attracted national attention. 

2 Carroll County is a farm county. It lies 50 miles southwest of 
“Atlanta. It is rating hill country in terrain. It lies among the 
western of counties along the Alabama line, in the section 
known as “West Georgia.” . ‘i MRL 

Sixty-seven percent of its population lives on farms. y 
eperators of farms are croppers. It has the largest percentage of 
farm owners in the State. 


Population Set at 31,200 


Its population is estimated to be 31,200 in 1947, of which about 
20 percent is Negro. Industrialization is beginning to make inroads, 
in a setisfactory manner, creating no unbalance. 

Let us turn, for a moment, to beginnings. ‘ , 

Carroll County was “laid off,” as they say, in 1826. part o 
it was “set off” - Cmebel in 1828, and portions “set off” to Heard 
in 1830, 1831 and 1834. I was organized in 1826 and named for 
Charles Carroll, a signer of the Declaration of Independence from 
Maryland. At the time the County was created, Carroll was the 
last surviving signer of the Declaration of Independence, and was 
much revered. The county seat was called Carrollton, after him. 
The name came naturally as Carroll himself habitually signed his 
name “Carrollton” in his writings to distinguish himself from his 
father and cousins of the same name. 


It is interesting to take a report of Carroll County in 1900 
from the Department of Agriculture for purposes of compari- 
son today. 


In 1900 the yields were reported as follows: 
Corn, 15 bushels; oats, 10 bushels; wheat, 7 bushels; cotton, 700 


pounds of lint per acre, and sugar, 20 pounds to the acre of sugar 

cane. The County also raised an estimated 8,000 bushels of cow- 

peas, 3,000 pounds of tobacco, 2,800 bushels of Irish potaotes, 66,313 
of sweet potatoes and 1,219 bushels of peanyts. 

The report of 1900 relies on the 1890 animal census, Carroll, 
along with all other Georgia counties of that time, had a large sheep 
population for wool-clip purposes. Caroll’s wool clip in 1890 was 
2,761 pounds. 

There were reported for 1890, 1,276 horses, 2,407 mules, 11,903 
swine, 9,055 cattle, 3,542 milk cows, 57 working oxen and 1,897 
sheep. 

Writing from Atianta, the report said: “Gold, copper, mica and 
asbestos are found in workable quantities. The gold of this county 
is said to be very fine.” 

This was in the day when Georgia still searched for large mines 
to riva) those of famed Dahlonega. 

Carrollton had a-population of 1,198, a cotton mill and a cotton- 
seed oi] factory. The 1900 population was 26,576. 


From the Comptroller General’s report we learn that in 
1900 there were 282,181 acres of “Intproved land” with an aver- 
age value of $5.12, and 6,775 acres of “wild land” with a value 


of $1.26 an acre. | 


Villa Rica, the next largest town of Carroll County, in 1900 had 
a population of 576. 

The region was called “healthy” and, said the report: “Among 
other attractions to homeseekers are good schools and churches.

The mob sped away in an au- 
tomobile, closely followed by the 
police car.

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‘Lottery Rackets 
Hit by Hard Times 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 
Atlanta’s time-honored “quick money” rackets—lottery 
and illicit liquor traffic—are believed to be atthe lowest ebb 
of any time within the last decade. 


Lottery has never managed to 
recover fully from a staggering 
blow delivered by the Fulton 
County Solicitor’s office three 
years ago after a series of news 
stories in The Constitution ex- 
posed the racket. Four of the six 
major companies were broken up 
in the drive, and the company 
overlords sentenced to prison. 

Gone-are the lush days when 
company operators carried money 
to the banks in garbage cans, as 
evidence brought out during the 
trials revealed. Gone also is the 
overtime pay which during war 
years funneled thousands of dol- 
lars daily into the numbers racket 


Lottery has never manuged to 
regain its popularity since the war 
years, although one of the lottery 
kings, Charlie Dodys, was released 
on parole after serving only 17 
months of a 10-year sentence. 

Underlings took over each of 
the companies, desperately at- 
tempting to salvage the business, 
police were informed. But none of 
them seemed to have the financial 
backing to meet “hits” promptly, 
as the old, established operators 
had done, and bets began dwin- 
dling. 

Then, too, vice squad detectives 
give much of the credit for slack 
operations to high costs of living. 
Nobody much has coins left to 
bet on the “bug” after supplying

Gets Pocket Picked 
After Weak Detense 


DEAR BOSS: There’s a good opening in Atlanta for an attorney 
—provided he’s strictly business and does not go around poking 
his legal nose into the private affairs of his clients. 

This position has been open for a couple of years now since 
the death of a*certain gentleman, Sammy the Steerer says. Several 
have tried to step into the gentleman’s shoes, Sammy says, but none 
has succeeded. 


“This old gentleman is a card in his day.” Sammy laughs, strug- 
gling with one of Danny, the con man’s, newest tricks.

Many’s the time I hear his fee is so much 
if you furnish the witnesses and much higher if he has to furnish 
them hisself.”

Mr. Garson, an immigrant Austrian who came to America 8 
penniless boy at 16, worked for four weeks without pay. learn- 
ing te sew shirts, then learned that his promised salary of $5 a 
month would be reduced to $4 because he would never be a fast 


eperator. 

A thoughtful, rebellious son of a scholarly judge, he had long 
protested the world’s premium on production and wondered mis- 
erably why brains were never rewarded. 

He has managed to knit the two into a strong team in his 
$5,000,000 Atlanta business. 

Patiently, by practicing his belief that it is human element 
im production that is precious, Mr. Garson h ilt a solid little 
community of workers who are never out of eyesight from his 
office. He takes pride in the fact that, viewed from above, they 
do not seem to be working frantically ... trying to be “fast opera- 
tors.” Four women who began with him as machine operators when 
they were adolescent girls now capably hold executive reins, net- 
ting salaries which probably surpass any paid women in Atlanta. 
His two sons, Dan and Arthur, and ‘his daughter, Joy Howard, are 


his partners. 

The head of this well-knit group has more and more time to 
induige his passion for human relations. He calls frequent con- 
ferences in his little office, inviting different employees each 
time, mixing them with his leaders. | 

They discuss civil rights, labor, the Palestine question, UN, 

They talk of their homes, their 
youngsters (Mr. Garson urges his women workers to round out 
their lives with children), their religion and their personal prob- 
lerns.

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- Gardenias Require 
Special Treatment 


By LENNA McKINLEY 
Many inquiries have come to this department recently 
regarding the care of gardenias. The common complaint 
is that well-established plants are literally shrinking up 
and dying or else their leaves and half-grown buds are 


turning yellow and falling off. 


From the files of the Garden 
Center we culled the following 


general instructions for growing 
them successfully, as suggested 
by several horticultural authori- 
ties: 

Gardenias need good loose soil 
with plenty of humas, prefera- 
bly leaf mold. The soil must be 
slightly on the acid side, and 
there should be good drainage. 
Practically any location in the 
garden is all right, provided the 
aforementioned stipulations are 
taken care of. 

Prepare soil well before plant- 
ing and never cultivate after 
plants are set, except to scratch 
lightly around bush in working 
in fertilizer. Cottonseed meal, 
well-rotted barnyard fertilizer, 
or any commercial fertilizer that 
its acid may be used, but never 
in large doses. Water regularly, 
never letting the roots get entire- 
ly dry. During the _ hot, dry 
months keep mulched with oak 


leaves, pine straw or lawn clip- | 


| 


pings. 


If leaves show a smutty mold, 
shake the bush and you will find 
your plant swarming with tiny 
white bugs. These bugs exude a 
honey substance which causes 
the mold and literally smothers 
the plant to death. Lose no time 
in spraying ‘with Volck or some 
Similar soultion available at lo- 
cal florist concerns. Then wash 
or rub off the mold so that the 
leaves can breathe again. Watch 
your plants carefully and repeat 
the spraying if bugs appear 


| again. 


If your leaves and buds turn 
yellow, it means that the soil 
does not contain enough acid. To 
remedy this, work one-half cup 
of aluminum sulfate around each 
plant and water so that the plant 
will absorb the solution immedi- 


| ately.

If You Can‘t Lick ‘Em, Join ‘Em 

What is the movie industry going to do about it? 

Variety reports in its current issue that the movie 
chains throughout the country are convinced they can’t 
defeat it, so they’ve decided to join “it.” | 

Is this apprehension on the part of the nation’s 
theater owners justified, some have asked. 
I do not think it is. 

The moving picture industry is set on a solid foundation. 
One of its greatest trump cards is the fans’ desire to get 
away from home. Television will have its advantages. 
Audiences will build on. bad-weather nights. But the 
people will still yearn for a night out; a chance to wear 
that new dress or suit; to dress up and go somewhere. 

In its poll of the nation’s exhibitors, Variety found: 


1. Video has no chance of damaging the box office for 
quite a while vet. 

2. When it is felt it will be temporary until the nov- 
elty wears off. After that “we'll digest it, just as we 
digested the competition of radio.” 

3. We’ve got to find a way to use television to our own 
advantage. In other words, let us eat video, instead of 
letting video eat us. 


Georgia Showman Pessimistic | 

There is a group of optimists among the top exhibitors 
who has expressed the belief that the dent will not go 
deep. They maintain, like we do, that people still like 
to go, go, go. 

On the other hand, a Georgia exhibitor, Jack Lloyd, 
of Macon, expressed the belief that video would seri- 
ously imperil his business when video sets were sold at 
popular prices and every homeowner owned one of the 
sets. Lloyd maintains people would not waste the time 
looking for a parking place and pay admission to see 
what they can see at home for nothing. 

The drive-in theater, which is sweeping the country— 
Atlanta will have four such theaters by Fall—seems to be 
the theater men’s greatest weapon. It is here to which a 
family man can drive with his wife and three children for 
an evening’s entertainment. They can munch hot dogs and 
soda pop, dress in slacks and loafer shoes and even snooze 
during the picture without annoying the fellow in the next 
aisle.

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Efficiency the GOP Keynote 


PHILADELPHIA—Two able adminis- 
trators were brought together when East 
met West at Philadelphia. 

Moreover, judging from their state- 
ments at their first press conference after 
winning the nominations, Govs. Dewey 
and Warren intend to make governmental 
efficiency the keynote of their joint cam- 
paign. 

Dewey emphasized this with a lengthy 
observation on the need for reorganizing 
the government so as to relieve the Vice 
President of much of the burden of pre- 
siding in the Senate. He wants Warren 
freed of the routine duties, he said, so 
that he “can take advantage of Warren’s 
immense administrative talents in the task 
of bringing order out of chaos in govern- 
ment.” 

Yes, he said, in answer to a question, 
Warren will definitely sit in on cabinet 
meetings and take part in all important 
discussions and decisions. 

Warren, following the same general 
tenor, promised to do everything within 
his power to aid Dewey in restoring 
“sanity and efficiency to government.” 
The Californian, it was apparent, fully 
intends to hold Dewey to his promise to 


make the Presidency and Vice Presidency 
“a real working partnership.” Indeed, re- 
ports are that Warren let it be known 
from the first that he had no intention 
of accepting the Vice Presidential nomina- 
tion unless assured that he would be given 
additional authority and responsibilities. 

At any rate, the records of the two, in 
New York and California, are so outstand- 
ing that their pledges to reorganize and 
streamline the government must be con- 
sidered as something more than routine. 
Both States, under their respective admin- 
istrations, have achieved a solvency and 
efficiency of operation seldom paralleled 


' in the field of State government. 


Moreover, after sixteen years in office, 
the Democratic Party has undeniably be- 
come overly lax and lenient. The Federal 
payroll is padded with parasites whose 
“services” should long since have been 
terminated. Governmental operation has 
become synonymous with red tape and 
inefficiency. — 

Thus, there seems little doubt, that, to 
a people surfeited with bureaucratic bun- 
gling, the promise which the Republican 
ticket is going to hold out this fall will 
seem well-nigh irresistible.—J. T. 


To Show the Fruits of Freedom 


As taxpayers, we are delighted that 
items making up this nation’s aid to 
Europe will be labeled so there will be 
no mistaking the identity of the donor. 

In private charity it may often be 
preferable that the name of the donor 
remain anonymous, but not so in our 
gifts to Europe. For these come as much 
under the heading of politics as humani- 
tarianism. 

We are, in effect, waging an intensive 


political campaign with this assistance. It 
is true we probably would help Europe 
anyway, but it is doubtful that our aid 
would bé so all-encompassing or intensive 
as under the present system. 

And while this country has no wish 
to prompt groveling thanks, it does hope 


‘the fruits of freedom will be so convinc-

can be expected to utilize veterans in as 
many posts as possible and no doubt a 
great many of the clerical and other jobs 
will be filled by those who were partially 
disabled in World War II.

There was a squall of protest from the Henry 

Walace camp when, a few days igo, I published 

here information that Don West, Executive Di- 

rector of the Wallace campaign, had been listed often in the Com- 

munist Daily Worker as a Communist and a Communist organizer.

Still around as a symbol of the Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers’ Association and the philosophy 
it represents is the aged Joseph R. Grundy, 
though he has yielded the presidency of the As- 
sociation, which he held so long, to a younger 
man. Mason G. Owlett, his successor, also hap- 
pens to be the Republican National Committee- 
man from Pennsylvania, which indicates the re 
lationship of this powerful business element with 
direction of the Republican Party nationally. 

The name “Joe Grundy” brings back mem. 
ories of another era. It connotes big business 
that insists upon its say in government and 
which, in that other day, did it more crudely, 
directly and bluntly. Now, it ts just as effec- 
tive, but is more suave and polite about it. 

_ It brings back that day, 18 years ago, when 
Joe Grundy appeared before the Caraway Lobby 
Investtigating Committee of the United States. 
A rather arrogant gentleman, he told how he 
had raised some $700,000 for the Republican

Another alliance made by the Dewey forces 
following the Pennsylvania maneuver, as a means 
of keeping the bandwagon rolling, was with Rep. 
Charles A. Halleck, of Indiana, Republican House 
floor leader. Halleck announced at the appropri- 
ate time his withdrawal as Indiana’s “favorite 
son” and delivered that State’s block of 29 
votes to Gov. Dewey. Charlie Halleck not only 
belongs to the “National Ring” of the party, as 
he has demonstrated in the House, but, as he like- 
wise has demonstrated, he is a leader of the 
Party’s conservative wing. He helped throw up 
the blockade in the House against housing and 
other social welfare legislation and against ex- 
pansion of the Government’s public-power pro- 
gram. He speaks for big special interests, which 
hardly seems compatible with the progressiv- 
ism that Gov. Dewey professes. Charlie Halleck 
is a skillful operator. 


The desperation of another candidate, Har- 
old Stassen, led that young man from Minne- 
sota into a strange alliance of another sort af- 
fecting basic philosophy when you consider 
the bold part he had played so long to swing 
his party to a course of effective international 
co-operation. 


The reference is to his tie-up with Col. Rob- 
ert R. McCormick, publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune and the chief voice of “nationalism” in 
the Republican Party. This, in turn, led Mr. 
Stassen to his alliance with Sen. Taft, of Ohio, 
the McCormick candidate. That was a bitter dis- 
appointment to some. of his followers. It re- 
called how Harold Stassen, when he announced 
his invasion of Ohio to see delegates in Sen. 
Taft’s home State, had insisted this was because 
of his difference of view with the Senator on 
some fundamental issues, and that meant in- 
ternational policy.

Revival of a Deserted Village 


SUDBOURNE, Suffolk—During the ¢arly years of the war we in America read 
brief newspaper items to the effect that certain English villages were being taken 


over for training grounds and the inhabitants were being moved elsewhere.

How wrong we were; Recently one of those 
evacuated villages was given back to the in- 


habitants, six years after it was taken over, and 
I want to tell you its story. 


Sudbourne is 700 years old, 10 miles from a 
railroad, and in 1942 it was quaint and charming 
as only a remote English village can be. The 
inhabitants numbered 492. To this sleepy little 
East Anglian community came word that it was 
being taken over for military use. So the people 
moved out, leaving their gardens and farms, their 
cottages, the local school, the pub and rectory. 
The area was given over to shellfire, mines, 
mock battles and devastation in a dozen forms, 
for it was one of the training grounds for the 


Normandy invasion. 


Here and in similar areas tens of thouands 
ef American GIs, Poles, Frenchmen and some 
Czech soldiers practiced what they later ap- 
plied in France and Germany. 

The war ended, but in Sudbourne fields 
grew rank, the lanes impassible, hedges grew 
inte miniature forests. Shutters sagged on the 
empty, ruined houses and foxes earthed in 


the overgrown gardens. 


The villagers had been promised, perhaps 
lightly, that they could return when the war was 
over, but nobody did anything about Sudbourne 
and its 492 inhabitants. It was so old, with its 
Norman, Saxon and even Roman remains. Why 
restore it? The villagers knew why: it was their 
home. They appealed to the Ministry of Works 


forgot them. 


and six months ago an order went forth. Engi- . 


neers moved in, carpenters, painters, gardeners, 
and went to work, 


Hedges were cut, houses repaired; Farmer 
Young was given new barns and pig-houses. The 
local pub, The Chequers, was put in order and 
finally the people came back to find a huge “Wel- 
come Home” sign where the road to the village 
leaves the main road along the coast. Someone 
cut a ribbon and Sudbourne was ready to start 
on another 700 years of history. 

To 74-year-old Mrs. Ticker must go a lot of 
the credit for the rebirth. “I went up to Lon- 
don,” she says, “and saw our M. P. I told him 
I had lived in my cottage nigh onto 60 years be- 
fore we were moved and they had promised we 
should go back.” But Mrs. Ticker made sure she 
went home on her own terms, too. Her cottage 
didn't suit her so she agitated some more. “You

But the village as a whole, though gay with 
new paint and clipped hedges and newly 
turned gardens, isn’t quite what it was, There 
is no school yet, no shops except the general 
store which is also the post office; no gasoline 
pump, no smithy, All these things will have 
to come gradually, The school may be the 
last thing needed, for the children of the old 
school have now grown up, many of the young- 
er villagers were killed in the war, and others, 
having got a taste of town life, won’t go back 
to the Suffolk countryside so far from a rail- 
road. 


Mr. Young’s cattle are grazing contentedly 
on restored pastures and he and his men, like all 
the farming men of East Anglia, are busy with 
the Spring sowing in this wonderfully mild and 
early Spring. For the weather and restorations 
like Sudbourne are going to be of the most vital 
importance to Britain this year. The mild, 
floodless Winter provided the basis for a record 
harvest of all crops. Given anything like a nor- 
mal growing season, Britain’s home-grown food 
supplies will be very much larger than last 
year’s, which will ease “The Crisis” even more 
than the Marshall Plan will. 

This part of England, though, has other claims 
to attention than its ability to grow potatoes and 
barley. It was the earliest settled part of Britain. 
Fifty miles north, at Sheringham, search is now 
going on for further relics of a “chimpanzee-like 
man” who inhabited these parts about the time 
the North Sea was formed. These relics, it is 
thought, may materially alter certain aspects of 
the Darwinian theory, and one of the missing 
links to this newly discovered man is thought 
to be somewhere in America—a jawbone taken 


half a century ago by an emigrating doctor be- | 


fore its importance was realized. 

And Sudbourne lies about 10 miles from 
Woodbridge where Edward Fitzgerald, of Ru- 
baiyat fame, lived and was buried, and four 
miles from Aldeburgh, birthplace of George 
Crabbe. In this day Fitzgerald might well have 
taken the Sheringham Man as a new inspiration, 
but had Crabbe seen the 1948 Sudbourne, his 
poem, “The Village,” might have been more op- 
timistie.
